Action toward securing an alter.- 


ation of the Jones bill, providing 
lor free ports, now pending belore 
Congress, in order that San Fran- 
cisco bay "may be assured of more 
than, one >free port, -was taken today 
at a, consolidated meetinc of the var- 
io'us clubs of the city, at the Hotel 
Oakland. 


The luncheon meeting, sponsored 


by the One Hundred Fc" Cent Club, 
was called to order by Donald Mc- 
Clure who later turned it over to 
former Governor George C. Pardee 
The action, which was taken to se- 


cure the necessary change m the 
Jones bill to assure a free port for 
both Oakland and San Francisco, 
was in the form of two resolutions, 
ihe first of which is as follows: 
Whereas, Senate Bill No. 597. j 
Introduced by Senator Jones of 
-Washmston, April! 21, 1921. and 
referred to the Vommittee on 
Commerce, is now pending in the 
present Congress, providing for the 
establishment of foreign industrial 
zones to be under the jurisdiction 
of the 
Secretary of" Commerce; 


and. whereas such zones have been 
established 
in various 
foreign 


ports, notably Hamburg, 
Stock- 
holm and Copenhagen, and are 
operating with marked 
success; 
and whereas, there has been dem- 
onstrated that foreign industrial 
zones tend to materially increase 
the commerce of a port and fa- 
cilitate trade and 
manufacture; 
and whereas eminent harbor en- 
gineers have made plans for the 
development of such a zone and 
emphasized the advantages in this 
harbor for a foreign 
industrial 


xone, therefore "b& it 
Resolved, By the TJnited Civic 
Clubs of Oakland, California, that 
we urge upon Congress the enac- 
tion of such legislation as will 
make possible the establishment 
of foreign trade zones at such 
ports in the -United States, as, 
after investigation, it may appear 
desirable; and. be it further

Former Governor Pardee declared 
that the ultimate solution of the 
free port problem would bring about 
more trade for the local port.

explained in detail the meaning of 
the free port. He said in part: 
"A free port does not mean free 
trade.

where trade will not be hampered, 
or a free zone. For- example, were 
Goat Island a free port, in Sail Fran-' 
cinco bay, which of course would be 
Impossible due to its being too small 
to accommodate such an undertak- 
ing, vessels from foreign countries 
could dock, sort their goods, reship 
themf all without delay.

But Phrenologists Say Bela 


Kun's Assassins Were Not" 


of Degenerate Type. 


BUDAPEST, July 29.—Hungarian 


phrenologists who have made a care- 
ful study of the skulls of thirty no- 
torious red terrorists sentenced and 
.lywured after Ihe fall of Communism 
In this country have reported that 
"Bolshevik terrorists, though exhib- 
iting signs of abnormality, seem not 
to belong to the type of born degen- 
erate criminals." 


All the thirty members of Bela 
Kun's fearful bodyguard called the 
"Lenine Boys," all were found guilty 
of numerous murders and robberies 
and^ examined in their lifetime by 
the same doctors when under trial. 
"The skulls," runs the report, "are 
prognathic characterized by an ex- 
ceptionally low forehead, deep eye- 
caves, big mouth, sharp protruding 
Jaws, 
deficient 
dentition. 
When 
compared with the skulls of noto- 
rious common murderers preserved 
in the museum or the police they 
show the signs of degeneracy in a 
much less degree. 
"Tho only exception 
is 
Joseph 
Cserny, the 
leader of the group, 


•whose skull is easily the first among 
the worst and most deformed speci- 
mens of human degeneration. When 
examined during his trial the savage 
cruel look of his small evasive eyes 
startled even the professional doc- 
tors of crime. 
Small -wonder that 
the Bolshevik dictator of Hungary, 
Bela Kun, felt afraid of the man and 
never met the chief of his devoted 
bodyguard without previously slip- 
ping- a revolver into his pocket. 
"The medical board holds the view 
that the Bolshevik terrorists, though 
undoubtedly degenerate individuals, 
would under ordinary circumstances 
never have committed murder. But 
their resistance -to crime was much 
weaker than that of. the civilized 
type, and when the solid body of law 
and morality was shaking with revo- 
lutionary fever their half-slumber- 
ing ferocious 
instincts roused up 
and they killed with the savage pas- 
sion of the neolathic man."

only proposing an 


amendment, which was adopted, to require 1hat 
the refunding arrangement be completed within 
fire years.

As frequently pointed out in these columns, 


refunding of ihe war credits extended to the 
'Allies during the war is necessary. 
There must 


.be a definite agreement for the payment of in 
terest and the amortization of the principal due 
from each European nation to this country. Up io 
the present the nocessai-y authority to proceed 
with a refunding agreement has not rested with 
the executive department and new legislation by 
, Congress is required.

JAPAN NOT ENTHUSIAST JO. 


Japan has reflected and considered the ques- 


tion from all angles and she has decided for the 
present not to constitute an obstacle to the con- 
voking of the conference on the limitation of 
armaments and the issues of the Pacific. Ac- 
ceptance of the invitation to participate in the 
conference was sent to "Washington by the Jap- 
anese government two days ago. 


It may develop, however, that the plan of Presi- 


dent Tlarding to convene the conference on No- 
vember 11—the anniversary of the armistice— 
will not be as easy of realization as it seems. 
Japan will insist upon discussion of the agenda 
for the conference and she may then put for- 
ward objections which 
cannot 
be reconciled 


within the next five months. 
Japan does not 


show any enthusiasm for this conference. 
She 


does not feel enthusiastic and .if she could avoid 
it she would do so. 


The reasons for this attitude are not difficult 


to'undersland. 
Japan emerged from the agree- 


ment of Versailles with more advantages than 
she could have reasonably hoped for. She is now 
in possession of advantages and positions in the 
Far East to which she is not entitled and from 
which she must retire. 
And these positions will 


be subject to discussion at the proposed confer- 
ence. Yap, Shantung. Korea, Manchuria, Mon- 
golia, Siberia—none of these can be helped by 
discussion in an international conference, 
ac- 


cording to the Japanese viewpoint. 


And when Japan finally is brought to liie con- 


ference table she probably \vill undertake to in- 
jeckagaiii the "racial equality" fetish and trade 
on'her alleged sensibilities in order to strengthen 
her material position elsewhere.

These are not pleas;uil thoughts and we wish 


there was ground for more, optimism about 
Japan. 
Hut the attitude of that government, 


its hositancy and utter absence- of enthusiasm for 
the discussion before the-whole world of vexa- 
tious issues centering in (be Pncilic ;irea, is 
rather depressing.

What To Do To Overcome 


the Effects of Insect Bite*

Vacation time .sometimes Is marred 


by the discomforts of the. country or 
seashore. The insect? .of air and 
grass. _ of vine and tree, axe always 
watchful 
and _ready to 'attack .a 
"tenderfoot." 


The most common of these pests 


is tbo mosquito. This insect is bad 
enough, all alone, but, unfortunately, 
under certain conditions the mos- 
Quito may carry malaria or yellow 
fever. TodayV however, we will act 
consider the mosquito as a carrier of 
serious disease, but will regard him 
merely aa one of the disagreeable 
features of summer life, 
' 


Gnats, certain flies and other 


•winged insects are also disagreeable 
•visitors during this season of the 
year. 
* 
* 


All sorts of 
prescriptions have 


been given to ward off these insect 
Pests. Tobacco smoke, smudges of 
various^ kinds, vile smelling com- 
pounds, pennyroyal and other odor- 
our materials axe used for this pur- 
pose. Vaseline, cold cream or other 
grease may be smeared on the skin 
to protect against the biting: insects. 
Carbolized vaseline or tar ointment 
have been employed for the same 
purpose. 


Wtoen one of these insects has ac- 


tually bitten you. there is consider- 
able itching, burning and smarting. 
To give relief from the itching, am- 
monia may be applied. Carbolized 
salve or vinegar may help. Camphor 
and lemon juice are other remedies. 


Besides the insects that bite, there 


are others that sting. "^Spiders, bees, 
hornets, caterpillars, beetles, centi- 
pedes and scorpions are among sucb. 
pests. 
It will help a. lot if the sting- can 


be removed from the wound. Then 
ammonia or one of the other rem- 
edies TOay be applied. Salt will help 
sometimes. It should be rubbed lato 
the stung surface. 
Oil and soda are other remedies. A 


very excellent application is hyposul- 
phite of soda, one teaspoonful to an 
ounce of water. This may be applied 
repeatedly and will stop the itching in 
many cases.

Bedbugs, fleas and other vermin 


are unwelcome »isitors sometimes. 
Their bites may te taken care of m 
the same way as mosquito bites or 
bee stings.
